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INTRODUCTION. 

The  Committee  of  the  Leeds  Meclianics'  Institution  and  Literary  Society  and  Schools  of  Science  and 
Art  resolved,  in  July  last,  to  hold  a  Yorkshire  Exhibition  op  Arts  and  Manufactures,  to  be  opened  early 
in  May,  1875. 

In  issuing  this  Prospectus  to  the  public,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  state  briefly  what  are  the  merits 
of  the  Institution,  and  why  the  Committee  ask  for  support  on  its  behalf.  First  they  would  state  that  the  Leeds 
Institution  does  not  belong  to,  nor  does  it  seek  to  serve,  any  party,  sect,  or  creed.  It  belongs  to  and  seeks  to 
serve  all  classes  alike,  in  the  advancement  of  their  mental  and  social  well-being. 

The  means  taken  to  serve  the  public  thus,  are  : — 

1. — Evening  Classes,  through  which  agency  hundreds  of  young  persons,  whose  primary  educa- 
tion has  been  neglected,  yearly  reseive  instruction  during  the  evening  in  elementary  subjects, 
on  merely  nominal  terms. 

2. — The  Girls'  and  Boys'  Schools,  containing  upwards  of  400  pupils,  who,  under  the  direction 
of  a  staff  of  teachers  of  acknowledged  eminence,  are  educated  for  the  requirements  of 
manufacturing  and  commercial  life.  These  Schools,  carried  on  at  a  loss  for  years,  now 
produce  a  surplus,  aiding  the  unremunerative  portions  of  the  Institution. 

3. — The  School  of  Art,  which  is  organised  in  the  most  complete  manner,  and  has  attained  a 
high  position  on  the  roll  of  Art  Schools  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 

4. — The  School  of  Science,  with  Classes  for  the  study  and  practice  of  Chemistry,  Metallurgy, 
Mining,  Mathematics,  Theoretical  and  Applied  Mechanics,  Acoustics,  Light  and  Heat, 
Practical  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry,  Machine  Construction  and  Drawing,  and  Building 
Construction.  This  Department  has  proved  invaluable  to  the  Students,  some  of  whom  have 
been  successful  in  competition  for  the  Whitworth  and  School  of  Mine  Scholarships. 

6. — In  the  Albert  Hall,  during  the  winter  session,  Lectures  are  given  weekly  by  men  of 
eminence  on  every  variety  of  subjects  connected  with  Literature,  Science,  and  Art. 

6. — The  Library  contains  upwards  of  18,000  volumes,  and  is  open  daily  from  8.30  a.m.  to  10 
p.m.  The  Reading  Room,  well  supplied  with  newspapers  and  periodicals,  is  numerously 
attended,  and  in  conjunction  with  other  portions  of  the  Institute  forms  a  club  for  young 
men,  who  would  otherwise  be  at  a  loss  for  a  place  of  instruction  and  recreation  during  their 
leisure  hours. 

At  no  time  was  the  service  of  such  an  Institution  more  necessary,  and  at  no  time  were  the  Committee 
more  willing  to  do  good  service  than  now.  But  the  Institution  has  unfortunately  one  very  serious  drawback. 
In  order  to  provide  convenience  for  its  work,  and  proper  accommodation  for  its  classes,  the  present  noble 
building  was  erected,  which,  with  fittings  and  means  for  extension,  has,  notwithstanding  the  very  liberal  sub- 
scriptions of  the  wealthy  and  middle  classes,  a  debt  of  nearly  £10,000  left  upon  it.  The  interest  of  this  large 
sum  having  to  be  met  from  the  income  of  the  Institution  and  Classes  cripples  the  Committee,  and  prevents 
their  doing  that  which  they  would  gladly  do  to  advance  the  efficiency  of  the  various  departments.  The 
Committee  exceedingly  regret  their  want  of  means  to  provide  Pictures  and  other  objects  of  Art  for  the  Gallery 
they  already  have  in  the  building,  and  which,  if  provided,  they  believe  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  pupils  of  the 
School  of  Art,  the  public,  and  the  trade  of  the  district. 

Under  these  circumstances,  and  with  a  view  to  remove  the  greater  part  if  not  the  whole  of  this  incubus 
of  debt,  the  Committee  propose  to  hold  this  Exhibition,  the  proceeds  from  which  they  believe  and  trust  will 
enable  them  to  conduct  the  Institution  with  increased  power  and  with  extending  usefulness. 


THE    EXHIBITION 

Will  be  held  on  the  site  of  the  Coloured  Cloth  Hall  and  land  adjoining,  close  to  all  the  Kailvvay  Stations.  The 
floor  space  of  the  Exhibition  covers  an  area  of  Ih  acres.  The  Cloth  Hall  has  been  kindly  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Committee  by  the  Trustees,  and  the  extra  land  has  been  lent  by  Saml.  Croft,  Esq. 

The  Central  Hall  of  the  Exhibition  is  named 

THE  EDINBURGH  HALL, 

in  honour  of  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh's  visit  to  Leeds.  It  is  186  feet  long,  98  feet  wide,  and  75  feet  high,  and 
is  supported  on  forty  pillars,  with  circular  ribs  to  support  the  roof.  These  pillars  and  ribs  are  constructed  on 
the  "  flitch  "  system,  introduced  by  the  late  Colonel  Fowkes  in  the  western  annexe  of  the  International  Exhibi- 
tion of  1862 — a  form  of  construction  which  permits  the  use  of  standard  shapes  and  lengths  of  timber,  without 
destroying  its  value  for  ordinary  uses  afterwards,  if  the  building  be  taken  down.  Although  practically  in  one 
Bpan,  the  effect  of  the  Hall  is  that  of  a  nave  with  side  aisles.  It  has  been  designed  and  carried  out  by  Mr. 
Bakewell,  architect,  of  Leeds.  The  contractorswere  Messrs.  Whiteley  and  Co.,  builders,  also  of  Leeds.  At  the  west 
end  of  this  Hall  a  commodious  orchestra  has  been  erected,  on  the  best  models  for  giving  the  conductor  full 
command  of  every  performer.  This  orchestra  will  seat  400  singers,  besides  giving  accommodation  for  a  band  of 
100  performers.  The  organ,  which  occupies  the  back  central  position  on  the  orchestra,  has  been  kindly 
lent  for  the  Exhibition  by  Messrs.  Gray  and  Davison,  of  London,  who  constructed  the  Leeds  Town  Hall  Organ. 
The  instrument,  which  is  valued  at  £1,500,  was  originally  built  for  St.  James's  Hall,  London.  It  contains 
seventy  stops,  including  twenty  couplers  and  composition  stops.  The  bellows  will  be  blown  by  hydraulic 
engines  (Joy's  patent),  supplied  by  Messrs.  Hathorn,  Davis,  and  Davy,  of  Leeds. 

Immediately  in  front  of  the  orchestra  will  be  placed  a  6-pounder  field  gun,  with  stand  of  arms  and 
ammunition  complete,  made  and  supplied  by  Messrs.  Greenwood  and  Batley,  Armley  "Works,  Leeds.  At  the 
opposite  end  of  the  Hall,  a  short  distance  from  the  entrance-door,  will  be  placed  a  magnificent  fountain,  capable 
of  throwing  a  jet  of  water  to  the  roof  of  the  building.  This  fountain  has  been  lent  by  the  firm  of  Messrs. 
Handyside  and  Co.,  of  Derby,  who  have  also  contributed  several  vases  and  ornamental  iron  flower  stands. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  Hall  will  be  arranged  some  attractive  Aquaria,  one  being  eighty  feet  long,  with 
choice  fish,  water  plants,  &c.  There  will  also  be  a  large  Aviary  with  richly  plumed  bu-ds,  contributed  by 
Lieut.-Col.  Child.  The  north  side  of  the  Hall  will  be  devoted  to  various  musical  instruments,  including 
pianos,  upon  which  recitals  will  be  frequently  given.

In  this  portion  of  the  Exhibition,  to  be  held  in  the  North  Gallery  of  the  Cloth  Hall,  will  be  found  many 
and  varied  examples  of  Ancient  and  Modern  Art,  important  in  their  teaching  as  marking  the  gradual  progression 
from  the  rude  and  savage  condition  of  our  forefathers  to  our  present  high  state  of  civilisation.  Upon  entering 
the  Galleries  and  turning  to  the  right,  the  visitor  will  find  himself  among  the  ancient  flints  and  savage 
implements  wherewith  men  in  those  days  slew  their  enemies,  and  killed  the  wild^beasts  of  the  forest.  Passing 
on,  he  will  find  himself  gradually  approaching  the  Anglo'Saxon  period, and  be  enabled  to  note  the  progression. 
There  will  be  found  armour  and  arms,  which  will  bring  him  down  to  the  end  of  the  17th  century.  These 
specimens  will  be  interspersed  with  Antique  Furniture,  Old  China,  Pottery,  and  kindred  works  of  Art.  Modern 
Art  will  then  be  seen  to  make  its  appearance,  and  the  visitor  will  find  himself  among  the  furniture  and 
fittings  of  his  own  day.  Enamels,  Ecclesiastical  Art,  with  splendid  specimens  of  Continental  China 
(ancient  and  modern)  will  be  found  in  this  collection.  After  leaving  this  point  the  visitor  will  find 
himself  in  an  Ante-Chamber,  in  which  will  be  found  specimens  of  the  early  Dutch  and  Italian  Schools  of 
Painting,  and  the  room  adjoining  will  be  similarly  fitted  with  the  addition  of  Etchings  and  Drawings  from  the 
ancient  Masters,  of  a  rare  and  unique  description.  Passing  on  thence  he  Avill  come  to  Pictures  of  the  present 
century  and  the  present  day,  and  Art  will  be  here  represented  by  some  of  its  greatest  sons  and  greatest 
patrons.  South  Kensington  has  promised  a  quota,  and  the  Picture  Galleries  bid  fair  to  possess  a  large  and 
an  unusual  amount  of  attraction.  Where  there  will  be  so  much  that  is  good,  it  would  be  invidious  to  single  out 
examples.  Sufiice  it  that  Her  Majesty  and  the  nobility  and  gentry  of  the  land,  and  last,  but  not  least,  the 
Wealthy  manufacturers  of  Yorkshire  are  all  contributors.  In  another  portion  of  the  Gallery  will  be  exhibited 
very  fine  specimens  of  Sculptured  Marble  Mantelpieces  and  Grates,  Antique  and  Modern  Bronzes,  Clocks,  and 
Jewellery  (and,  for  a  limited  time,  a  magnificent  collection  of  Diamonds),  Manuscripts,  Books  and  Missals, 
and  Enamels  on  Ivory;  also  a  very  large  collection  of  Works  from  the  different  Schools  of  Art  in  the  country. 
There  will  be  some  fine  specimens  of  the  wondrous  progress  made  in  the  art  of  Photography.  This  branch 
of  the  Exhibition  will  not  be  open  after  dusk,  as  the  introduction  of  gas  into  the  Fine  Art  Galleries  would 
be  very  injurious  to  the  valuable  paintings  therein  collected.

In  this  Department  will  be  shown  a  valuable  collection  of  Scientific  Instruments  and  Apparatus  used  in 
various  branches  of  science,  besides  objects,  specimens,  and  products  of  interest.  The  Postmaster- General 
kindly  contributes  a  series  of  telegraphic  apparatus,  showing  all  the  important  plans  in  use  up  to  the  latest 
date,  which  will  no  doubt  be  of  very  great  interest.  Electric  Machines,  Clocks,  Light  Apparatus,  and  many 
other  appliances  will  be  shown. 

Other  branches  will  include  Improved  Microscopes,  shown  by  eminent  makers ;  Telescopes,  valuable 
Spectroscopes,  Aneroid  and  other  Barometers ;  extensive  collections  of  Improved  Apparatus  used  in  various 
chemical  processes  and  in  chemical  analyses  ;  Improved  Surgical  Instruments;  and,  generally,  all  the  important 
applications  of  scientific  progi-ess  such  as  belong  to  this  Department. 

A  space  of  80  feet  by  20  in  the  Southern  Aisle  of  the  Edinburgh  Hall  will  be  devoted  to  illustrations  of 
Pisciculture  and  fresh-water  Aquaria,  arranged  in  two  divisions.  The  first,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  J.  J. 
Armistead^  will  be  devoted  to  the  exhibition  of  various  articles  used  in  fish  culture,  and  will  be  stocked  mainly 
With  examples  of  the  Salmon  family.  The  second  division  will  be  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  S.  Jefferson,  F.C.S., 
consisting  of  20  tanks,  stocked  with  numerous  varieties  of  fresh-water  animals  and  plants.  Both  divisions 
will  be  ornamented  by  rockwork,  and  the  aoientifio  and  popular  names  of  the  objects  shown  will  be  appended.

A  special  building  has  been  erected  for  this  department,  "which  will  exhibit  various  classes  of  Machinery, 
both  stationary  and  in  motion.  Weaving,  Printing,  and  other  machinery  more  particularly  connected  with  the 
staple  trade  of  Yorkshire,  will  be  seen  daily  in  operation.  Besides  these  interesting  machines,  there  will  be 
exhibited  Engines,  Pumps,  Steam  Hammers,  and  Fans  of  various  descriptions.  There  will  be  Stone  Breakers 
and  Brick  Machinery.  A  powerful  Engine  to  drive  the  shafting  and  supply  steam  also  for  the  various  prime 
motors  has  been  kindly  lent  by  Messrs.  John  Fowler  and  Co.,  the  eminent  agricultural  engineers,  of  Leeds.  The 
Engine  is  intended  by  the  exhibitors  as  a  specialty  for  hauling  or  winding  purposes  in  collieries,  shafts, 
quarries,  and  other  work  of  a  similar  nature. 

The  upper  floor  of  the  Machinery  Department  will  contain  some  other  machines  in  actual  work, 
including  Ribbon  and  Necktie  Weaving,  the  manufacture  of  Sweetmeats :  articles  specially  designed  for 
promoting  domestic  economy,  with  privilege  of  sale  ;  working  and  other  Models  of  every  description,  including 
Model  Marine  Engines  in  operation,  Agricultural  Implements,  interesting  Inventions  and  Clock-work  Models. 
There  will  also  be  in  operation  Lace-Curtain  Weaving,  and  many  other  most  interesting  and  attractive 
exhibits.  The  eaSt  side  of  the  upper  floor  will  be  entirely  taken  up  by  the  exhibition  of  articles  designed  or 
manufactured  by  working  operatives  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  comprising  mechanism  and  art  in  varied 
abundance.     In  this  section  substantial  money  prizes  will  be  awarded  by  his  Worship  the  Mayor  of  Leeds,

The  Manufactures  Department,  occupying  the  Galleries  on  each  side  of  the  Edinburgh  Hall,  contains 
exhibits  of  a  very  varied  and  interesting  description,  which  have  been  carefully  classified  and  arranged.  To 
make  this  department  more  interesting  and  valuable,  the  Committee  have  aimed  at  having  great  variety  of 
distinct  manufactures  represented,  rather  than  a  superabundance  of  exhibits  in  any  particular  branch. 

An  Exhibition  of  Manufactures,  principally  of  Yorkshire  (which  has  so  long  been  the  seat  of  the  Woollen 
trade),  would  not  be  complete  without  specimens  of  its  numerous  makes  in  Woollen  Cloths,  and  these  are  here 
represented  in  Fancy  Coatings,  Black  and  Coloured  Unions,  Blue  Diagonals  and  Venetians,  Black  and  Blue 
Superfines,  Meltons,  Black  Doeskins  and  Cassimeres,  Waterproof  Tweeds,  Low  Meltons,  Worsted  Coatings, 
Sealskins,  Printed  Goods,  Felts,  Pilots,  Presidents,  Naps,  BilHard  Cloths,  Police  and  Army  Cloths,  &c.;  also 
Blankets  and  materials  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  above : — Wool,  Shoddy,  and  Mungo. 

Other  important  branches  of  Yorkshire  manufacture,  such  as  Worsted,  Jute,  and  Silk  Goods,  Felt,  &c., 
claim  attention. 

There  are  also  exhibits  of  Silk  Goods,  with  their  process  of  manufacture.  A  case  of  Silk  Waste,  and 
the  articles  made  therefrom,  will  be  interesting  as  showing  the  great  progress  made  of  late  years  in  utilising 
what  was  but  recently  considered  valueless. 

Sevfing  Silks  and  Threads,  Yarns,  &c.,  have  not  been  overlooked. 

The  Leather  trade,  of  which  Leeds  has  become  one  of  the  most  important  centres  in  the  kingdom,  will 
be  represented  with  its  Rough  and  Curried  Kips,  and  Curried  Leather  for  Shoes,  Harness,  and  other  purposes ; 
Morocco,  Calf,  Seal,  Sheep,  and  Chamois  Leather;  Fancy  Coloured  Leather  for  Bookbinding,  Shoes,  &c. ; 
Belting,  Saddlery,  and  Boot  Uppers. 

A  kindred  branch — that  of  wholesale  manufacture  of  Rivetted  Boots  (which  though  it  has  only  taken 
root  in  Leeds  during  the  present  generation,  gives  employment  to  thousands  of  hands),  shows  samples  of  boots 
for  which  this  town  is  noted. 

In  a  district  showing  so  many  long  chimneys,  of  course  Mill  Furnishings  are  well  represented. 

It  is  impossible  in  the  limited  space  at  disposal  in  a  prospectus  to  enumerate  the  various  cases  and 
stands,  but  the  following  may  be  mentioned  as  giving  some  idea  ot  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  Exhibition  : 
Brass  Finishing,  Nails,  Fire  Extinguishers,  Domestic  Utensils,  Glass,  Glass  Bottles,  &c. ;  Shears,  Knives  and 
Cutlery  ;  Brushes,  Bristles,  Ornamental  Turning,  Decorative  Work,  Furniture,  Encaustic  Tiles ;  Stationery, 
Calculating  Machine  ;  commercial  products  of  the  vegetable  kingdom  used  in  the  arts  of  Dyeing  and  Tanning  ;

The  development  of  the  science  of  hygiene  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  has  been  accompanied, 
as  might  have  been  expected,  with  a  considerable  number  of  mechanical,  chemical,  and  other  appliances,  for 
can-ying  into  practical  effect  the  inductions  of  sanitation.  Theory  in  the  purely  abstract  region  of  hygiene 
must  of  necessity  precede  the  formation  of  instrumental  appliances,  which  for  some  time  must  be  imperfect 
and  in  a  sense  tentative.  Such  in  a  general  way  is  the  characteristic  of  most  of  the  sanitary  appliances  of  the 
present  day.  The  various  kinds  of  closets,  disinfecting  appliances,  heat  and  ventilation  producers,  pipes, 
junctions,  bricks,  sewage  conduits,  and  sewer  ventilators,  are  doubtless  capable  of  infinite  improvement.  But 
the  specimens  in  the  Exhibition  are  fair  samples  of  the  extent  of  perfection  hitherto  obtained.  The  exhibits 
comprise  several  articles  of  prime  necessity  to  human  happiness.  In  itself,  a  pipe,  or  a  trap,  or  a  ventilator  may 
be  a  comparatively  uninteresting  spectacle,  so  far  as  the  eye  is  concerned.  But  when  their  associations  with 
human  comfort  and  happiness  are  considered,  they  will  be  found  to  possess  a  charm  unrivalled  by  the  choicest 
product  in  the  Exhibition.  The  Committee  feel  sorry  that  they  have  been  obliged  to  cui-tail  in  several  instances 
the  space  required  by  the  exhibitors.  But  they  recognise  with  considerable  pleasure,  that  what  was  to  them  a 
source  of  embarrassment,  is  a  significant  indication  of  the  spread  of  a  spirit  of  "  Sanitas  sanitatum  omnia 
sanitas."
